New Secret Figures 
on War Produc- 
tion Show Aston- 
ishing Gains. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 11. 
HAVE just been talking to a 
man who has seen .the most 
recent figures on war produc- 
tion. He is a man who knows 
exactly what such figures mean. 

The trouble with the average 
lay-reporter writing on produc- 
tion reports is that he doesn’t. His 
news is like a report that 10,000 
head of stock have been sent to 
market and doesn’t tell the farmer 
whether they are cows, steers, 


prime of worthless. And it has 
just about as much value. We 
have been fooled often by this kind 
of stuff. 


But my friend is as near expert 
on war production as anyone we 
have. Ha had ro more intention 
of making these confidential fig- 
urés public than I have, but the 
important point in mentioning 
them is that for the first time 
since we began to produce at all, 
this hitherto pessimistic critic finds 
himself surprised with optimism. 


Progress ‘Is Astonishing. 


The progress is really astonish- 
ing. It is not only the figures them- 
selves, but -the fact that, applying 
the rate of improvement very slow 
to the actual. rate of production, 
some of the most optimistic 
guesses—even of the President 
himself—which a few weeks ago 
seemed unbelievable now appear 
attainable. 

This does not mean that the 
record is uniformly satisfactory. 
There are still some uncured lags 
among some of the most sorely 
needed items. 

But: they stand out like sore 
thumbs where attention can be 
concentrated on them and in the 
typical Ameri system of bring- 
ing all the elements of a mass- 
produced article to the assembly 
line in an even rate of flow, we 
have a right to expect increased 
speed where it is most necessary. 

The most encouraging aspects of 
this picture are not the number ef

SCHOOL TAX: 89 CENTS OR 60 CENTS? 

There is one very important fact that should be 
remembered by those citizens who, for one reason ‘or 
another, may be tempted to cast their votes next Tues- 
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At this time, it is certainly true that 
one who is doing a service for his coun- 
try is at least theoretically fighting for, 
legislating or working for those great 
principles of government and of freedom 
of which we are so proud. Théy are at- 
tempting to carry on a heritage and give 
to future Americans the same kind of 
America that we have had and loved 
without thought of pensions. This is as 
it should be. 

However, human nature being as it is, 
there is always the ever-increasing de- 
mand for compensations and pensions. 

Experience in the administration. of | 
old-age assistance has taught me that 
people are more pension-minded now 
than ever before. The high cost of 


granting and maintaining pensions is. 


rapidly becoming one of the great prob- 
lems of this Government. Nearly every 
recipient of any kind of pension is eager 
to have more. 

It is hard to refute the argument from 
pensioners or pension .applicants with 
cold facts when they are reminded of the 


pension act of this Congress. Many 


groups have waited eagerly for a chance 
to request a pension for themselves. 

The American Legion, Veterans of For- 
eign Wars and other veterans have been 
pension-conscious for a,number of years, 
Clearly, whether it is right or -wrong, 
these men have a strong argument for 
a pension for all World War.I veterans 
now. Also, why not the present armed 
forces? These men are performing as 
great a service for their yam? as Con- 
gress. The question of pensioning all 
soldiers is difficult; the fact that Con- 
gress is pensioning itself will give these 

men room to make such a request. 


The various assistance and pension 
branches of the Government have annu- 
ally an increased number of beneficia- 
ries. This present pension act will flood 
these departments with an increased 
number of applicants. Various pressure 
groups of different. organizations now 
have a chance for which. they have long. 
been seeking. 

Representatives and Senators in ‘state 
governments might consider their serv- 
ices great enough to grant pensions. 
Clearly, many of them are sadly under- 
paid, and they have much more need to 
ask for pensions than do our higher-sal- 
aried Congressmen. 

This nation is not founded on pensions; 
freedoms and liberties and acts of public | 
good can never be secured or promised 
by pensions. Anyone with experience in 
administering any kind of pension will 
readily vouch that it is time to consider 
the persons who must pay the taxes for 
these pensions. We cannot set up a Fed- 


eral system of “open sesame” to all pen- 


gion-minded groups. 

This recent act of Congress has had 
and will continue to have a great effect 
along these lines. It will do more to fos- 


ter undeserved or unneeded pensions | 


than all other pressure combined. It.is

average. If mental sluggishness or retardation is marked, we 
designate such a person as feebleminded. Technically, a feeble- 
minded individual has an I. Q. or Intelligence Quotient of 0.70 


oF less. We usually omit the decimal and speak of an I. Q. of 


70 or of 65, etc. An I. Q, of 70 simply means that in comparison 
with an average American of the same age, our subject has but 
70 per cent of the normal mental age. 


Re AR 
SUPPOSE WE HAVE two children, each 10 years old by the 
ealendar or chronological age. If one of thom can handle the 
various problems and psychological test items typical of the 
average 10-year-old, we say that child has an I. Q. of 100. But 
if the other youngster can perform only thosé problems and 


items which an average 77-year-old can do, then that child has a 
mental age of seven years. The I. Q. is simply an arithmetical 


fraction, with the mental age in the numerator, and the chrono- . 


logical or calendar age in the denominator. The child with the 
mental ability of .a normal 7-year-old, but having had 10 birth- 
days, is indicated by 7-10 or an L. Q. of 70. That is the top level 
of feeblemindedness. Properly speaking, any degree of mental 
dullness from an I. Q. of zero to 70 is in the category of the 
feebleminded. |

BUT WE SUBDIVIDE the feebleminded into three sub-cate- 
gories, called idiots, imbeciles and morons, The latter represent 
the highest group of the feebleminded. The “ceiling” or top 
level of idiocy is indicated by an I. G. of 20. Since the normal 
adult mental age is considered 16 years, a grown man or woman 


with a mentality of three years or less would be an idiot. The 
imbecile has an I. Q. falling from 21 to 50. An adult imbecile, 
therefore, ranges in mentality from 3 to 7 years, inclusive. A 
moron however, with an I. Q. spread of 51 to 70, may in the 
adult state have the mental age of normal children from 8 to 11 
years. The word “moron,” consequently, is a descriptive term 
indicating mental horsepower or intelligence. Morons may be 
honest, if so trained, while brilliant men may be rapists and 
sex criminals, *
